application and finishing 



Because personal preferences and local practices 
vary widely, the handling, application and finish- 
ing of siding should be discussed with your archi- 
tect, your Weyerhaeuser 4-Square Lumber Dealer, 
or your contractor. 

It is very important that good construction 
practices be followed to prevent excessive mois- 
ture in the walls— behind the paint film. Such 
good practices include: 1. Flashing and caulking 
against water from outside. 2. Adequate roof 
overhang to prevent entrance of rain water at top 
of wall. 3. Vapor barriers on warm side of exterior 
walls and proper ventilation to let inside mois- 
ture escape. 4. Protection against moisture from 
the ground when house has no basement. 

For best paint results, apply a water repellent 
preservative (one that leaves no residue) to all 
surfaces of siding before it is applied and paint 
ends as siding is installed. 



In selecting the finish for wood siding, it is 
recognized that exterior paint of proven perform- 
ance is more durable than natural or stained 
finishes. Painting the home adds beauty and 
design interest by permitting a variety of pleasing 
color combinations and gives excellent protection. 

Make sure the wood to be painted is dry and 
clean. Before applying the first or prime coat, 
cover any knots or pitch streaks with a sealer 
based on formula WP-578. The prime coat should 
not contain zinc pigments. Determine the paint 
best suited to weather conditions; the best paint 
proves most economical; follow the manufacturer's 
directions. 

If a natural or stained finish is desired for all or 
part of the home, the penetrating finishes which 
soak into the wood and leave no brittle surface 
usually are more easily maintained. Also, pig- 
ment in the stain adds somewhat to durability.
